KEATING SAID IN AN INTERVIEW HE IS WILLING TO PUT BEFORE KENNEDY SOME PRE- 
VIOUSLY UNDISCLOSED INFOmTION HE HAS GATHERED ABOUT RUSSIAN OPERATIONS. 

KEATING SAID HE ALSO WOULD BE GLAD TO TELL KENNEDY WHAT HE THINGS OUGHT TO 
BE DONE ABOUT REMOVING WHAT HE REGARDS AS A CRITICAL COMMUNIST THREAT TO THE 
WESTERN HEMISPHERE. THE SENATOR VOUUU'T SAY WHETHER HE THINKS THIS SHOULD INVOLVE

A PROPOSAL BY SEN. HUBERT H. HUMPHREY OF MINNESOTA, ASSISTANT SENATE DEMOCRATIC 
LEASER, FOR PUBLIC HEARINGS ON THE CJJESTION OF WHETHER SOVIET MISSILES AND BASE8 
REMAIN IN CUBA. 
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ALTHOUGH HUMPHREY INTIMATED HE THINKS KENNEDY WOULD APPROVE OF OPEN HEARINGS, 
THE WHITE HOUST SAID THE FRESHENT HAD TAKEN NO POSITION ON IT. 

THE PREPAREDNESS SUBCOMMITTEE, HEAHSD BY SEN. JOHN STENNIS, D-MISS., HAS 
SCHEDUIED A CLOSED-DOCK INQUIRY. HUMPHREY SAID IT OUGHT TO BE OPENED UP TO GET 
PUBLIC TESTIMONY FROM SUCH OFFICIALS AS MCCONE. STENNIS DECLINED COMMENT. 

IN THE HOUSE, HEP. WILLIAMS E. MINSHALL, R-OHIO, CALLED FOR A SENATE-HOUSE 
INVESTIGATION OF ALL U. S. INTELLIGENCE AGENCIES AND OF THE 1961 CUBAN INVASION. 
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
